This ia codfshing time at *'Sconsett”
'Seonsett iz cight miles from Nantockst, eight
miles from a postoflice, eight miles from a
tore, eizht miles from a church, eight miles
from a regulnrly kept Sunday, eight miles
from almaost everything except sea, sky, wind,
sheep, woodticks, codfish, equid, clams and &
serens quict. Some of our more devout people
do not fish on Sunday. Tbey stay at home,
wash, shave, put on o clean shirt, go out, talk
eodfish behind the barn or fsh bouse and get
bait ready for Monday morning. There isn't
much difference here Litwixt a fish houss
and a barmm. We cure codfish and hay to-
gathor. Just now we're raking in tho codfish
crop, The harvesters are on the sea early in
the morning tweuty dories strong, one man
and two lines toa dory. Codfish are spread
to dry and cure in the sun liko bay. If the
sun is too hot it eoolks them, The fish falls
all to piecss. I the air i= damp 1t spoils them.
They must be taken in at night. They must
be taken in if a fog comes up. A codfish
most be hamdled from o dozen to tweaty
times before it i3 curel.  We cotch pollock
as well as codfish,  Pollock look like big blue-
fish or “horse mackercl® The pollock s a
top water fish. The cod lieson the bottom.
Weo can cure pollock and pass them off for
eod,  We don't like to il we tan help it

We won't eat & codfish bere twenty-four
hours out of water. We call sach a fish
spoilad, Wefry enormons cod's heads. We
split thiem in four sections and fry them
brown in hot pork fat. Spriog chicken takes
water alongside of this dish.

There are now about twenty able bodied
men on “Sconsett, mostly cod fishers, Those
who are not cond fishers nre carpenters. The
earpenters are busy on the summer cottages,
Of thess there nre beve over 100, ull empty,
including the two churches and thres hotels

It is open hut three days
in the weel, nnd then but a few Lours each
dny. That store and the town pump ure the
only public institutions in "Seonsett. Buot the
store is pever opened nights save while sum-
mer company is here. This for gencrations
bas given in winter the mals population of
'Sconsett mo place in the e¢vening to hang
their legs over cracker barrels, smoke, chew
tobacco nod barter fish yarns, We could en-
dure this condition of things no louger. Lase
winter we clubbed together sl bulit a elub
house to meet in evenings.

It cost &M, and consists of one room, a
stove, a lamp, twenty chairs, two harrels,
one biz table, two small ones, a water pail
and tin cup, an old gun and o half ace sand
box, which our tobacco chewers are expectsd
it Jeast to nim at, and five dogs, When the
clab meets and the pipes nre all in full blast,
the smoke is thick enough for u (og on the
“Banks"™ The club bouse sulso answers for
our postoffice,  Anvbody who comes in from
Nantucket beings the mail.  The letters and
papers nre spread on the table, and whoever
they are for comes and gets thent,  The post-
office department runs itself bere,

The "Sconsett woumen don't approve of the
club house, Before it was built the “old
man™ had to stay at home, becanse thers was
no place to goto.  Now Le's got i new port | £
be stays out till 10 or 11 o'vlock at night.
You sw, ns & rule evenings, when hLe'l
cleaned up, was about the only tine he didn'e
smell of codfish and was olfuctorily endur-
able in the domestic circle. Now he wastes
his cholver perfome on the desert nud ultra

"Seonsett is a place where, through some
combined influenco and result of son, skv,
earth and nir, you can forget what n misery
it may bo to live, stop thinking aml simply
exist. 1t isa place where dreains ure made,
and you can live in one if you want to, You
get up in the morning, est your breakfast,
then sit on a bench sut of doors, ok on the
sen and live & sort of pleasant, waking doze.
This much trumpeted thing we call mind,
with all its cares, foars amd anxieties, i tem,
porarily suspended.  Things come nnd go be-
fore you i a dazy sort of way., The few
men on the beach 100 yards from you are
blurreid into vagne and uncertain outlines by
the misty atimosphere.
